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As a Gregorian Calendar, the present one is absolutely perpeiuaL In the Gregorian Calendar it is assume il 
that the correction made every 400 years is final, which, of course, is not really the case. The correction, 
in days, which ought to be made after a large number of years, can be easily calculated. 

The present Calendar is derived from my "Perpetual Cross Calendar, (London, 1871)." But whilst 
the latter Calendar is intended for daily use, the present one, which is more condensed, is intended 
chiefly as a Reference Calendar, since it exhibits at once to the eye the complete calendar of any 
Gregorian year past, present or future. 

Observing that out of any four successive centuries, three contain a whole number of weeks + 5 
days each, while the remaining one contains one day more, it follows that the four centuries together contain, 
a whole number of weeks. So that any two years differing by 400, or by any multiple of 400, will 
begin by th« same day of the week, be both either common or leap, and have therefore the same 
calendar. If we exhibit therefore the calendars of any 400 successive years, the calendar of any other 
year whatever can be at once found, since by subtracting (or adding) some multiple of 400 from that year, 
we can obtain as remainder (or sum) one of the 400 years whose calendars are given, the calendar of which 
latter year will coincide with that of the given year. For this purpose we may divide the given "year (or 
only the number formed by its last four figures) by 400, and, to the remainder of that division, add. 
(with the present Calendar) either 1600 or 2000. 

On the present Calendar are exhibited the calendars of the 400 years, from 1753 (beginning of 
the New Style in England) to 2152, inclusive. It will be seen that the numbers denoting the years follow. 
• each other in their natural order, if care be taken, in each column, to take first, in succession, the 
top numbers of each of the seven portions of that column, then, in the same way, the second numbers 
of these portions, and so on. In the last column, the last five years have been inserted in brackets, 
in places which otherwise would have been vacant, merely to save space, as these five years ought 
really to be in an additional column. Each of the seven divisions, formed by transverse lines, contains one 
of the seven possible forms of calendar. It must be noticed that, among the months, January and 
February occupy different places in leap years than in common years ; those relating to leap years being 
denoted by J(lp)., F(lp). The days of the month are given twice, for convenience, above and below. 
It need not be added that the years inscribed in any one of the seven above-mentioned divisions, are 
those to which the calendar contained in that division belongs. In other respects the Calendar explains itself. 
By its help the various questions concerning the relations of years, months, days of the month, days of the 
week, can be readily answered. The months will also be found to be arranged in their natural order, 
in four columns. Of course, for any month, the days of the week which are in the same horizontal 
row as the month, correspond to the days of the month situated in the same columns respectively as 
these days of the week. 

« For certain shorter periods of years, special rules may be given. Thus: — 

(i). Two years situated in the same century (omitting its last year, unless it be leap), which differ by 
28, {or 56, or 84,) have the sime calendar. This holds for instance for the years 1801 to 1899. 

(2). Jf the last year of the above-said century be leap^ the above rule can be tx tended to the next 
century^ except ils last year, {and, to the above multiples of 28, may be. added 112, 140, 168, 196). Thus 
the rule holds for the years 1901 to 2099. 

(3). Two years situated in two succtssive centuries respectively, the last year of the first of these 
centuries not being leap, have the same calendar if they differ by 96, {or 12, 40, 68, 124, 152, 180,) with the 
r^iriction that this rule is not applicable to the last year of the first century, and that it can only be 
applied to the last year of the second century, when this year is leap. Thus this rule feolds for the 
Gregorian years 1701 to 1899, except 1800. 

(4). When the last year of the second of the above-said two centuries, is leap, an extension of the 
rule to the next century can be made, analogous to that in (2). 

Etc. 

For still shorter periods, the following rules may be given : — 

(A). Two common years having one leap year between them, and differing by 6, have the same 
calendar. For instance 1801 and 1807. 

(B). Two common years having three leap years between thenij and differing by 11, have the same 
calendar. For instance 1802 and 181 3; also 1803 and 18 14. 

Thus, within the same century, the intervals between common years having the same calendar 
will recur in the order 6, 11, 11, 6, 11, 11, etc.
